The March 17 primary election 
in Madison ‘ounty will 
about more than just choosing 
nominees for public offices 
from among candidates of the 
same party. 

Voter turnout in primary 
elections almost always is low- 
er than in general elections, in 
part because many candidates 
— especially incumbents 
run unopposed by any mem- 
bers of their own party. Also, 
voters without strong party 
affiliations may feel they have 
little reason to exert them- 
selves until the decisive gener- 
al election 

However, year’s prima- 
ry also will voters to con- 
sider two countywide referen- 
dums. One is a $6.5 million 
bond issue to build a combined 
nursing-shelter care home in 
ison County. The other is a 
ont property tax 
sase for authorization to 
operate the home.

declare themselves as mem- 
pers of any political party.

“But the primaries are for the 
nomination of a candidate 
within the party, so you need 
to declare a party to partici- 
pate in the nomination pro- 
cess.”’ 

Cilizens will have the option 
of voting a non-partisan ballot 
in order to vote on the referen- 
dums only, including both the 
countywide and local public 
policy questions.

“That’s a pretty high level,” 
Von. Nida said, considering the 
most recent census figures 
indicate the county’s popula- 
tion is about 260,000. He esti- 
mated about 80 percent of 
Madison County’s eligible vot- 
ers are registered 

“We're one of the -big 
counties in the state, and we're 
an active county,” he said 

Such civic organizations as 
the League of Women Voters 
help increase voter registra- 
tion, he said, and the political 
parties also do their part 
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“The party organizations are 
consistently out there beating 
the bushes to make sure that 
their followers are available to 
work and to vote,’’ Von Nida 
said. ‘‘All those things combine 
to create a high level of partic- 
ipation.”” 

Typically for a primary elec- 
tion, voter turnout in Madison 
County runs at about 50,000 to 
55,000, he said 
It’s unclear to me just 
exactly how much interest 
there’s going to be in the nurs- 
ing home tax,” he said “We'll 
anticipate a much higher turn- 
out than ever has been the 
case historically, just to 
attempt to prevent running 
short of ballots. That’s the 
worst thing that could happen. 
You have to overestimate in 
all cases.”’ 
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However, if voters who don’t 
declare parties try to vote for 
candidates with non-partisan 
ballots, their ballots will be 
invalidated. 

Von Nida said he would 
retain the time-honored Madi- 
son County tradition of having 
pink ballots for the Democratic 
primary and blue for the 
Republicans. The Reform Par- 
ty, founded by Texas billion- 
aire H. Ross Perot, also will 
have its cen panel ballot, 
having receiv enough votes 
in the last election cycle to 
qualify. 

The VERS booths will be 
segregated by party. Voters 
should slip their ballot in the 
voting machine, turn the pages 
of the book listing the candi- 
dates and questions, and use 
the stylus to punch in their 
choices, choosing them by 
number. 

‘The booklets are set up for 
either the Democratic or 
Republican parties. Von Nida 
said he was considering a dif- 
ferent system for the Reform 
Party primary. 

“I'm leaning toward the idea. 
of using a portable Accu-Vote 
system for them rather than 
having separate booths set up, 
because of the expense 
involved,” he said. 

General elections pose fewer 
logistical problems, he said, 
because each polling place 


simply can set up seven voting 
ths, and any voter can use 
any booth. 

“But in a primary, you have 
to earmark different booths for 
different things,’? Von Nida 
said. ““We’re leasing an extra 
350 booths just for the prima- 
ry. It’s going to cost us about 
$15,000." 

The booths will be shipped to 
224 different polling places 
around Madison County, all 
within a 72-hour period. The 
shipping costs are the biggest 
expense involved in the elec- 
tion, Von Nida said. 

“armarking booths for the 
Reform Party or the non-parti- 
san voters could cause unnec- 
essary delays for the vast 
majority of voters,” he said 
“It also creates an incredible 
extra expense 

“Pll be surprised if we get 
more than two or three people 
per precinct voting in the 
Reform Party primary. Their 
big deal will be in the general 
election.’”’ 

Von Nida said the logistics of 
running the primary election 
are formidable, requiring him 
to anticipate and make the 
best estimates he can because 
taxpayers’ money is at stake. 
However, it also is necessary 
to prepare for more: voters 
than will actually turn out, just 
to make sure the polling places 
don’t run out of ballots.

Costello naturally took a 
regional and national perspec- 
tive to everything that’s been 
happening in the area, and had 
a few items to be proud of. 

“Right now, 23 percent of 
the people who work in Down- 
town St. Louis live in Illinois. 
It’s not going to be too far into 
the future that instead of brid- 
ges being clogged up every

Two state representatives 
re proposing a constitutional

“health insurance for all Illinois 
residents 

State Rep. Mike Boland, 
».D-East Moline, has said he and 








“State Rep. Wyvetter Younge, 
'D-East St. Louis, will intro- 
duce the- Bernardin Amend- 


ment-t6 the state legislature in 
‘=the Spring session. 

The amendment is named 
‘¥6r. the late Cardinal Joseph 
<Bernardin, an advocate of uni- 
versal health care. Quoting 
~4rom a pastoral letter by Ber- 
:nardin, the amendment would 
astate: ‘‘Health care is an 
essential safeguard of human 
life and dignity, and there is 
-an obligation for the state of 
Illinois to ensure that every 
“bitizen is able to realize this 
fundamental right.” 

* The amendment would 
‘require the General Assembly 
_to form a plan that would pro- 
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vide health care to the 1.3 mil- 
lion state residents, including 
300,000 children, who can’t 
afford private insurance. Many 
of the uninsured are low-wage 
earners who make too much 
money to qualify for Medicaid, 
Boland said. 

Boland said the initial cost of 
a state insurance plan would 
be offset by the savings from 
an emphasis on preventive 
care. Employers would benefit 
by having healthier, more pro 
ductive workers, he said 

“When people don’t have 
health insurance, they often 
try to tough it out,” he Said 
“What usually happens is they 
end up being rushed to a hospi- 
tal and are taken care of in an 
emergency situation 

“The hospitals have to pass 
on that cost to those of us who 
do have health insurance.’’ 

Boland said money is avail- 
able to establish a statewide 


insurance plan. A_ healthy 
economy has created an $800 
million budget surplus, he 


said

“The money is out there,’” 
he said. ‘‘It’s just not being 
allocated in an efficient man- 
ner.”” 

The amendment would 
require 60 percent approval in 
both houses of the General 
Assembly and 60 percent 
approval in a statewide refer- 
endum on the Nov. 4 ballot 

If voters approved the 
amendment, the legislature 
would have until May 31, 2002, 
to devise a plan 

Boland admitted that getting 
the amendment passed will be 
a “tough, uphill battle.’”’ 

Hawaii and Vermont both 
have successful state-run 
insurance plans, Boland said. 
In Hawaii, 90 percent of the 


population is covered; in Ver- 
mont, everyone age 18 and 
under is covered 

“It’s been a workable 
thing,”’ he said. ‘‘They did 
it...to save money in the long 
run.”” 

Illinois Chamber of Com- 
merce representative Karen 
Grueter said of the amend- 
ment: ‘‘It is some uine that 
the Chamber feels that the leg- 
islature is not going to 
embrace:’”’ Grueter compared 
the amendment to President 
Bill Clinton’s failed 1993 
national health care plan. 

“Tt would be a huge under- 
taking,”’ she said. “It’s some- 
ine that would be very cost- 
y."

“How fast they occur, how vio- 
lent they can be, and the pro- 
cedures involved with that.’”’ 

“T've been giving classroom 
lectures for eight or nine years 
now on how to survive a bank 
robbery,’’ he said. ‘‘This is the 
first time we’ye added a simu- 
lation to the instruction.’’ 

Credit union employees had 
participated in a_ class the 
week prior to the robbery 











about an hour 
long, covers how to behave 
and procedures to follow 
before, during and after a-rob- 
bery 

Those seem to be occuring 
more and more nationwide. 

“I do an entire section on 
how to behave as a hostage,” 
Sparks said. ‘‘The FBI is 
focusing a lot of their teaching 
on bank robbery seminars on 
hostage situations.’
